ARMENIA'S DEPARTED GLORY. 


Rev." Mr. Fillan Lectures Interestingly In 


the Congregational Chapel. 


Rev. George H. Pilian of Antiooh, the 


exiled Armenian gave a very interesting 
and instructive addiess on his fatherland 
in the Congregational chapel last night. 
The lecture w as illustrated with very good 
atereoptitjan views, the lantsrn being 
operated by Mr. Filian himself.

It was shown that 
Armenia was early a Christian country, 
and that the oldest, Christian antiquity, 
a picturesque ruin of a church, is iii 
Armenia. The pictures of some of the 
missionaries, who served in that country 
were shown, and the gratitude of the Ar- 
menians was fully proven. The cruelty and 
despotism of the Turk was strongly told. 
It was said by Mr. Fillan that the Turk 
has no respect for education, religion ncr 
anything that goes to make a Christian 
civilization.

THE CENSUS SHOWING. 


It is over, AH the agony of guessing 


md waiting for the census returns came 
to an end yesterday when this paper pub- 
lished the cold solemn figures that came 
up from Boston yesterday, marked as a 
true and trustworthy account of the 
moilths of labor of Chief Census Enumer- 
ator Wafllin of Boston and his hundreds 
of lieutenants throughout the state. 


And saddest of all sad vorda of any 


North Adams tongue or pen are these: 
Pittsneld is ahead of North Adams in the 
population race by a good lap of 1320 hu- 
man souls. We are disappointed in our 
comparative showing with the shire town. 
A proportional Increase over our rival 
town that has to go to a third decimal 
place before any advantage in our favor 
is sbown,doe3 not look like a huge victory 
to the ordinary mathematical eye. Pitts- 
neld, so accustomed to greater defeat 
when this town is in the same race, will 
probably hug this diminutive defeat to its 
bosom with all the keen joy and hilarity 
of a sweeping victory. People hod not 
learned of the result down there yester- 
day judging by the daily papers of that 
town, but they will probably have heard 
of it today, when the welkin will begin to 
ring and keep ringing till wa up here have 
wished that we bad not been quite so 
boastful, yes, had counted neither our 
chickens nor our population before hatch- 
ing and enumeration. We have been a 
little too saucy,a little too much puffed up 
since our normal school victory and the 
oncoming boom in Northern Berkshire. 
We, must prepare to eat some census 
crow—that is, be content with a very 
•mall victory, for let Pittsneld ever re- 
member, if the decimal be not too long, 
that Horth Adams' per cent, of gain is 
.1889 and Pittsfleld only .1832. We ex- 
pect some Pittsneld sarcat.ni about this 
refined mathematical problem, but there 
it la, and we claim the victory. 


But there are brighter comparisons than 


the one with Pittsfleld, and such com- 
parisons are odious just now any way, 
after 
expecting something 
different. 


North Adams in the last five years, in 
spite of the great depression in industrial 
lines, has increased In population 3,053. 
This IB a brilliant showing when it is 
remembered that the business depression 
of the past two years has been along the 
veryjlmes upon which this town's pros- 
perity and growth must most depend. 
And could the growth of the past six 
months be known, undoubtedly the en- 
couragement to every one interested in 
this town's developement would be greatly 
increased beyond that warranted by the 
latlsfectory record of the five years as a 
whole. 


The showing of Adams on the face of 


the 'figures is indeed discouraging, and 
especially to the town which had hoped 
to reach the population mark that would 
give itj a postal delivery system. A loss in 
flvs years of 1,476 is very serious. But 
Aiams has been particularly " hard hit" 
in the past five years. Besides the general 
depression Zylonite has conduced to the 
general .result. However, the situation 
has its silver lining. No town hereabouts 
has so bright immediate prospects as 
Adams has. It is full of life and will very 
toon hot 
only make up its 
loss 


but forge steadily ahead side by side 
with- this town. Adams needs no com- 
miseration at present. New enterprises 
crowd, its threshold, and there need be no 
•olicitudo about its census showing five 
jreais hence. 


Williamstown has made a most credita- 


ble record in five years. A gain of fifteen 
per cent, in five years in a quiet, rustic 
'to#n of its nature, where booms and 
business hustle are not even welcomed by 
many^ghows that the town's beauty and 
natural attractions are very great indeed. 
All things considered, Williamstown's 
Increase in population is even more strik- 
ing than Pittsfield's or North Adams'. 


With' 'Berkshire county's increase of 


12,434, as shown by the late census, we are 
lure that Fittsfield, North Adams, Adams, 
Williamstown and all the towns and ham- 
leti of the county can join hands and 
rotees in declaring Berkshire a growing 
wad prosperous land, the best and busiest 
In the commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


But a, parting word to Pittsfield. We 


ore off on another five-y oars' population 
race. < At the finish wa will be with 
you, and you will be taking our dust (or 
bust). That's all. 


A few words of wisdom from Chief 


Wadlin gf the state census: 


ltThe gain in population during the de- 


cade indicates the continued prosperity of 
the commonwealth. It is perhaps, unfor- 
tunate that the present enumeration fol- 
lows a.period of extreme business depres- 
sion. This undoubtedly affects the returns 
from the textile and boot and shoe cities 
and towns, and in many instances account 
for the failure to reach a population figure 
as high as that aet by local sanguine esti- 
mates, and diminishes the rate of increase 
during the last five years of the decennial 
period as compared with that shown be- 
tween 1885 and 1890. Estimates of popu- 
lation made previous to enumeration are 
jenerally too high. There are various 
reasons, tome of which are obvious,which 
lead a growing and prosperous town or 
city to outrank its neighbors. Frequently 
the basis upon which such estimates are 
made leads to excessive results. 


There is "scooping" and "sccpping." 


And scooping is generally distasteful to 
the other fellow. The TK ANBCRIPT again, 
if mention of it may be pardoned, was 
twenty-four hours in advance of any paper 
in Berkshire county in publishing the 
results of the census. Too bad! North 
Adams people ought to WayejUeen mode 
to wait for today's mornii%'» papers-for 
this news just as if it hadn't a daily news- 
paper.

An experiment in continuous navigation 


from the lakes to tide-water has just 
been inaugurated. The steamer Alpha 
and five steel consorts have left Lorain, 
Ohio, for New York, via the Brie canal. 
Four of the canal boats are loaded with 
rails, and the fifth with flour. The boats 
were built to meet the requirements of 
the canal, and at the same time to be sea- 
worthy for lake service. If the experi- 
ment is successful, there will be a revolu- 
tion in canal traffic, and eventually 
"strings of sausage," as vessel mea style 
tows of small vessels, will be common on 
Lake Erie at least, in the New York trade.

This means that 
Irish-Americans are interested in old Ire- 
land. 


Senator Vest of Missouri, a fiery demo-

Berkshire in Bcnnington Battle. 


The following poems from the Spring- 


field Republican of Wednesday, August 16, 
the anniversary of the battle of Benning- 
tou, sings the praise of a Berkshire parson 
and is worthy a reproduction in a Berk- 
shire paper. It is titled "The Fighting 
Parson, at Bennington, August 16, 1777." 


"Twas the morning; of thq battle,

Considerable Amusement Afford od Law- 


yers and Judge!, bat the KU»er Doesn't 
Always See Where the Irftngli Cornea In. 
A Ix»t Heir Discovered.

which comes before them most frequently 
in the form of a superabundant supply of 
crosses in tile letters of lovers, when these 
are being read — as they never were intend- 
ed to bo— ... court, in breach of promise 
cases. Tho earned gentleman who has at 


i tho moment tho business in hand of read- 


ing aloud oco of these wonderful produc- 
tions generally pauses when he comes, to 
the first stop in the gushing efltision, 
where the enamored S\YO,I» has found 
words too weak to express his sentiments, 
mipplying their place with ft string of 
symbolic osculations and, with a well 
"". jncd look of innocence, says there is 
hero a gap in the letter, which the defend- 
ant "has filled in with a lot of x's,;' re- 
garding tho meaning of winch some broth- 
er, mom learned in these weighty matters, 
may perhaps bo ablo to enlighten him 


This soine "brother" never fails to do, 


saying that if he is rightly informed— ho 
has, of course, co personal knowledge of 
tha matter (winks all round)— these mystic 
signs signify kisses in the Unguago of Cu- 
pid'. Thereupon this mighty, timo hon- 
ored joke is greeted with tho usual chorus 
of guffaws, and the interrupted reading 
proceeds 


But kisses sometimes make tbi'ir ap- 


pearance in law courts in otlmr circum- 
stances, though they never fail ro bo made 
the subject of numerous legal witticisms. 
Tho judge may have been in a jesting 
humor — and yet who knows but he may 
have been laying down, with all duo 
solemnity, some ftmdiunental principle o£ 
justice and equity— who onco asked the 
plaintiff, who was sinus his former sweet 
heart for tlio return of tho Milne of cer- 
tain articles of jewelry whluh lie had pre- 
sented to her iu tho happy du>s of their 
courtship, whether lui "had e\er kissed 
tho young lady?" "Certainly!" was the 
reply, as was to bo expected. Whereupon 
the 'jiitlgo dismissed tho notion, declaring 
that kisses and caresses were lull -legal 
payment for presents given in stioh cir- 
cumstances. Tho obvious moral may be 
laid to heart without much difficulty by 
present giving young men 


It happened one day that a pretty young 


widow, traveling by 1rain fora Louisville 
to Nashville, had taken licr seat uoar a 
newly married couple. The bridegroom 
loft his wifo for n moment, and when lie 
returned the train was passing through a 
tunnel. Ho took advantage of the dark- 
ness to snatch a kiss from his wife, as lie 
susp'ected, but unfortunately ho had made 
a 'mistake and kissed tho joiing widow in- 
stead. She was highly indignant, and re- 
fusing to believe that it -was un accident 
sued the yonug husband for SI, 000 as 
solatium to her wounded feelings and ruf- 
fled dignity 


There is given us an example of the le- 


niency of New Turk judges tho case ot a 
Dion, who wa& arrostod for kissing another 
man's wife. The sentence passed upon 
ibo culprit was that ho should there and 
then kiss his own wife, whq was present 
tn flic courtroom, wihich, as limy be sup- 
posed, lie gladly did. 


In British law courts it has been fre- 


quently brought home to offenders that it 
is rather an expensive amusement to kiss 
a lady against her will, but in Holland it 
appears that a rather different "View pro- 
vails in judicial circles. 'A young iu.a 
who, had assaulted a yotrpg lady in ' Mi 
way on the streets of a village near Utreui 
was brought before tho burgomaster, w\o 
took the matter up, demanding1 that the 
Offender should be fined a florin, or, in de- 
fault, be imprisoned for a day. But tha 
tJtrecht court and finally the appeal court 
at Amsterdam both dismissed the case, 
tho judge declaring "that to kiss a pcrs-jn 
cannot be an offense, as it is in the nature 
of a -warm mark of sympathy!" This U 
pretty much like the Yankee judge who 
dismissed a similar offender, remarking 
that the plaintiff was so temptingly pretty 
that during tho trial ho had to keep him- 
self down in his chair with both hands, lio 
felt so much inclined to get up and kiss 
her him self. 


A stolen kiss onoo brought the culprit 


into possession of a iortune. He \v ,ss a 
butcher in' Sydney and had taken the lib- 
erty of kissing ono of his customer',, a 
pretty girl, who resented the affront acd 
had him prosecuted for assault. He was 
flnod heavily by tho local magistrates, and 
the case was commented on freely by the 
press. The publicity thus given to the af- 
ftur'happoned to arrest the notice of a firm 
of solicitors in Sydney, who had been ap- 
pointed trustees of some property which 
had been left to the man.by n distant rela- 
tive 20 years before. They had failed to 
trace the heir, bub when his name appear- 
ed in the papers in connection with the 
Case of assault they communicated With 
him, and he was able to establish his iden- 
tity. 


A certain Senor Talca of Valparaiso, 


however, had a very different experience 
and paid hoavily tor his momentary freak 
of kissing a lady on the plaza without her 
permission. She prosecuted him, and the 
magistrate, as indignant as the lady, sen- 
tenced him to GO days' imprisonment. 
This severe penalty Senor Talca considered 
lumso'lf justified in appealing against, but 
the higher court, so far from bestowing 
»nj> 'sympathy on the offender, sentenced 
him to an additional 30 days' imprison- 
ment. The air.sising part of tho affair is 
that tho higher court took 200 days to con- 
sider the appeal, and during tho whole of 
that time the senor had fb remain id jail. 


Even this, however, is outdone by tho 


series of tribulations undergone by a mnn 
ivlio had stolen ;i kiss from u pretty girl. 
To begin with, bo was brought before a 
magistrate and fined. Then he was horse- 
whipped by tho girl's brother and harried 
Into brain lo\er l>y Ills wifo. The clergy- 
man of tho district referred to tlietiffair in 
a.scnnon and reviewed tho case in print, 
and, finally, the caterpillars ate up every 
blado ot tho malefactor's wheat crop.-*

OUR TWO LANGUAGES. 


One Ueed In Conversation, the Other I» 


Written English. 


A writer in The Educational Review 


prefaces an extremely interesting article on 
Rnglish literature in the college by the 
declaration: "It is now, I think, generally 
admitted that the first principle of rhetoric 
is, write as you speak. The pedantic, de- 
clamatory, LaUnbed diction that prevailed 
in literary circles 100 years ago is no lon- 
ger the standard king's English. In order 
to write well, it is necessary first to speak 
woll—that is, to speak naturally, correctly 
aiid strongly. ''• 


Tli'.s is a clover and cunning as well as 


complete bogging of the whole question. 
Tho assumption that we, English and 
Americans, speak as we write, aud that 
the ordinary rales of rhetoric and gram- 
mar run through and underlie oral aa 
well as written language, is an assumption 
which cauiiut be verified by *vidence The 
man who toys "don't" and "can't" and 
"isn't " aud who talks about "him ami 
me" when ho means "he and I," or who 
says "ilone" for "did" or "seen" for 
"saw," can tako his pen or pencil in hand 
and writo English which is unexceptiona- 
ble from the standpoint of person, mood 
or tense, tlio fact being that written lan- 
guage is a refinement and possiljly an 1m- 
prOTcmeut on spoken language, but ot tho 
same tune us different from it as tho dia- 
Irctbf Yorkshire from that of Cornwall 
or the lull; of Y.uikeeland from tho patois 
of tho uplands of North Carolina or the 
lowlands of Louisiana. 


The writer oC tlio article in question has 


fallen into tlio rhetorical error of, us the 
\eriiocularh.ns it, putting tho cart before 
tho horse 
Every written language, pro- 


tooted and fenced in as it may be by rhe- 
torical fences arid hedges, each of which ia 
bristling with rules ami safeguarded by ex- 
ceptions to those rules, is only a develop- 
ment from a spoken, language, and wheth- 
er it bo «n improvement or not is an open 
question 
At nil events it must be appar- 


ent to every student of language or philol- 
ogy that we huve, at least in English, two 
separate and distinct languages, and that 
if wo should attempt to follow the dictum 
of tho writer in The Educational Review 
aud write as wo sperk our contributions 
to current literature would bo speedily 
bido tracked into tjie editor's wasto paper 
basket. Ic might be better for the genius 
of the English language and for the pres- 
ervation of its integrity that we should 
t,peak as wo write, but to adopt the con- 
verso proposition and write as we speak 
seoms the very climax of absurdity to 
those who kqow and .appreciate tho dis- 
tinction between English "as 
she Is

6 ot the 
constitution, which declares that "no sen- 
ator or representative shall, during the 
time tor which he has been elected, be ap- 
pointed to any civil office under the au- 
thority of the United States, which hava 
been created or the emoluments whereof 
shall have been increased during such 
time."

A TERRIBLE 
REVENGE 


Will Be Sought by Bulgarian Fanatics 


Who Were Unjustly Treated, 


Friends Slaughtered and Their 


Property Destroyed. 


Bulgarian Government Finds It Difficult to Pro- 


tect Disturbed District 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—The report of the at- 


tack by 500 Bulgarians on the Moham- 
medan village of Dospat, across the Turk- 
ish frontier, is confirmed by late dis- 
patches from Sofia. 


The later' reports received show that 


200 houses were burned and 100 persons 
killed A dynamite bomb was thrown 
from a mosque into a crowd of refugees. 


The village fled in the wildest recesses of 


the Rhodope mountains, southeast of 
Batak. It,is inhabited by Mohammedan 
Bulgarians, brave and warlike fanatics, 
who hate the Christian Bulgarians more 
than the Turks, and are therefore likely 
to take a terrible revenge. The Bashi- 
Bazouks, who committed the outrages 
in Batak in 1876, were largely drawn from 
similar villages. 


It is believed that the attack was ar- 


ranged by the Macedonian committee in 
order to provoke fresh atrocities and thus 
incense Europe against Turkey. 


The Bulgarian government has ex- 


plained to the porte, in reply to the pro- 
test of that government, the difficulty of 
watching the frontier, because » large 
concentration of troops would be regarded 
with suspicion by Turkey. 


Pennsylvania's Parsimony. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 17.—The Boston 


Towboat company, operating a large fleet 
of coal barges between here and New Eng- 
land ports, has announced its intention of 
dropping out of the Philadelphia trade.

Shows Business to Be Doing -as Well as Can

restoration of wages paid before the panic 
Woolen manufacturers find in their way 
large sales of foreign goods at prices which 
cause official investigation. 


Corn reports modified the expectations 


as to cotton and wheat, and cotton specu- 
lators have bought, lifting the price 5-16
